REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  ask  Uave  to  report: 

That,  they  have  had  the  subject  of  H.  Missions  under  consideration 
and  they  are  led  to  believe  it  is  one  of  immense 'inr.portaijce.  This  is 
manifest  not  only  from  the  fact,  that  by  this  department  of  our  labor,  the 
o-ospel  IS  preached  to  many  who  would  otherwise  be  destitute,  but  also 
from  the  consideration,  ihat  the  (»peralion  of  Home  Missions,  is  favora- 
ble to  aU  the  other  benevolent  eflorls  of  the  day. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  if  this  branch  of  our  business,  be 
suffered  to  languish,  all  the  others  will  suffer  with  it.  Some  of  our 
brethren  seem  to  confine  their  attention  to  tlie  Foreign  Mission. 

The  great  importance  of  the  Foreign  Mission,  is  at  once  admitted. 
Your  committee  feel  in  its  prosperity,  a  most  lively  interest.  But  they 
are  satisfied  that  its  success  will  he  found  identified  with  ihe  success  of 
Home  Missions.  And  the  same  we  think,  may  be  said  of  each  of  the 
other  objects,  for  the  promotion  of  which  we  are  laboring.  That  we 
are  not  mistaken  in  our  calculation,  we  think  will  at  once  appear,  if  we 
appeal  to  facts.  So  far,  as  our  own  observations  have  extended,  it  has 
invariably  appeared,  that  when  the  Home  Mission  has  prospered,  all  the 
other  benevolent  institutions  have  prospered  with  it.  And  when  the  Home 
Mission  has  been  on  the  decline,  all  the  other  departments  of  benevo 
lent  effort,  have  also  declined  with  it. 
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We  regard,    therefore,    ihe  Home  Mission,  as  the  ground  work,  anli 
support  of  all  the  other  objects  of  benevolent  effort. 

And  after  all,  your  committee  are  wholly  unable  to  decide  upon  the 
course  that  ought  to  be  pursued.  It  is  believed,  that  the  Home  Mis- 
sion IS  in  debt.  And  ii  is  known  that  many  of  our  brethren  feel  unwil- 
ling to  increase  that  debt,  by  any  additional  appointments. 

What  ihen  shall  be  done  ?  This  question  the  committee  are  under 
the  necessity  of  leaving  to  the  decision  of  the  Convention.  All  of  which 
is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  command,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
«very  creature,"  plainly  makes  it  the  duly  of  christians,  to  aim  at  the 
universal  spread  of  truth,  and  shows  that  their  work  will  not  be  accom- 
plished, nor  their  obligations  cease,  till  the  nations  now  sunk  in  darkness, 
shall  see  the  light  ot  life.  That  it  is  the  purpose  of  God,  to  preach  the 
gospel  to  the  whole  world,  by  the  instrumentality  of  man,  no  one  can 
doubt  who  is  capable  of  interpreting  the  plain  language  of  Scripture. 
The  only  point,  where  any  difference  of  opinion  can  arise,  is  found  in 
the  means  and  the  manner  of  laboring  for  the  salvation  of  the  Heathen. 
And  hence,  the  opposers  of  Missionary  operations,  finding  it  impossible 
to  object  to  the  end,  sought  to  be  promoted  consistently  with  any  respect  for 
scripture,  have  had  recourse  to  the  lame  apology,  that  the  measwr^s  em- 
ployed are  wrong,  and  unscriptural.  But  the  duty  to  send  the  gospel  to  the 
Heathen,  involves  the  duty  to  do  it  in  some  way.  How  then  is  it  to  be  done? 
The  gospel  cannot  be  preached  to  the  Heathen  without  preachers,  and 
preachers  cant'  preach  without  means  to  subsist  upon.  Nor  can  the  Bi- 
ble be  printed  and  circulated  without  means,  and  means  to  any  thing 
like,  a  sufficient  amount  cannot  be  raised  without  efforts  and  measures, 
such  as  are  employed  by  our  Conventions,  Missionary  Societies,  &c.  If 
then  sue."-  measures  are  indispensable  to  the  aitainmenlof  the  object, 
and  in  no  way,  infringe  upon  the  rights  or  freedom  of  any  one,  where  is 
the  ground  fur  objection  to  them?  and  who  can  oppose  the  measures 
without  indirectly  opposing  their  object — the  salvation  of  the  Heathen  ? 

But  among  those  who  approve  of  the  object,  and  the  measures,   there 

is  an   insensibility  to  the    perishing  condition  of  the  Heathen,  which  is 

little  less  injurious  than  down  right  opposition.     This   insensibility,   is 

$  manifested  in  the  monthly  concert  of  prayer,  in  the  little  that  is  conlri- 

^buted^  and  the  little  that  is  done  to  send  the  Bible,  and  the  living  minis- 

try  to  those  who  are  ignorant  of  God,  and  of  the  way  of  salvation  by 

»sus  Christ.     In  this  remaik,  we  of  course,  allude  to  what  is  dose  in  the 

rmits  of  this  State;  and  it  is  with  a  mingled  feeling  of  regret  and  ples- 

"sare,  that  we  designate  all  the  limitations  of  our  remark, — regret  beeaust 
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we  are  so  much  behiod  in  Missionary  2eal,  and  active  benevolence  and 
plea^'ure,  because  others  are  doing  their  duty,  if  we  neglect  ours,  and  are 
sustaining  the  cause  of  Missions,  which,  if  dependent  upon  us,  would  lan- 
guish and  die.  The  resources  of  North  Carolina  are  great.  Our  church 
here,  is  numerous,  amounting,  it  is  'supposed,  to  the  rise  ot  thirty  thru- 
sand,  and  our  members  have  enough,  and  to  spare,  alter  supplying  their 
own  lawful  demands,  to  keep  a  full  treasury  for  the  Lord.  But  what 
have  we  done — what  are  we  doing  for  the  Heathen  7  What  Missionary, 
have  we  raised  up,  educated  and  sent  beyond  the  sea ,  to  siiow  unto 
men  benighted,  the  way  of  balvaiion  ?  What  laborer  in  the  Mis- 
sionary field,  has  been  sustained  by  our  contributions,  and  chevied  by  our 
sympathies  and  prayers,  amid  his  toiis  and  sacrificas?  How  manychil- 
dren  of  Heathen  parents  have  we  preserved  from  cruel.y  and  death,  and 
instructed  in  those  prin=cip!es,  which  are  able  to  make  ihcm  arise  unto  sal- 
vation? What  dark  spot  of  Heathenism,  have  we  illuminated — what 
soul  there  has  been  rescued  from  eternal  leaih,  through  our  instrumen- 
tality? Something  has  been  done,  U  is  true, — some  few  huiidreds  of 
dollars  have  been  raised  among  us  lor  Foreign  Missions,  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  this  Convention;  but  a  very  large  proportion  of  our 
members  can  claim  no  part  nor  lot  in  this  matter ;  and  there  arp  hundreds 
of  Baptists  in  N.  Carolina,  who  never  have  contributed  one  cent,  to  send 
to  the  Heathen  !  It  is  to  these  we  address  the  above  interrogations — up- 
on these  we  would  press  the  last  command  of  our  Saviour — these  we 
would  ask,     "  How  much  owesi  thou  thy  Lord  ?" 

Why,  it  is  proper  to  ask,  is  there  such  insensibility  among  us  to  the 
condition  of  the  Heathen?  Why  are  so  many  opposing  the  measures^ 
which  send  them  the  gospel,  while  many  who  speak  favorably  ol  ihera 
are  doing  nothing  for  their  support  ?  One  cause  we  think  is  found  in  the 
unfaithfulness  of  Ministers.  They  have  not  taught  the  ciiurcbes  their 
duly  on  this  subject.  They  have  not  acquainted  them  with  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Heathen.  They  have  not  manifested  themselves,  sufficient 
interest  in  the  missionary  enterpize.  For  many  have  been  fightingagainst 
it,  while  the  warmest  among  us  have  been  far  too  cold,  and  inconstant  in 
promoting  it.  If  it  be  "required  of  steward's^  that  a  man  be  found  faith- 
ful," what  will  be  done  with  such  unfaithfulness,  when  the  ministers  of 
North  Carolina  shall  stand  at  the  judgment  bar?  What  will  they  say, 
when  with  the  churches  they  have  led  astray,  or  the  members  who  h 
slumbered  over  their  duty  for  the  want  of  proper  instruction  and  ex 
pie,  they  shall  stand  together  with  those  Heathen  nations,  froni  w 
they  have  withheld  the  word  of  life?  Ministers  have  more 
than  ordinray  men,  and  if  that  influence  be  not  rightly  directed 
more  harm  than  ordinary  men.  If  they  treat  the  cause  of  mis 
neglect — if  they  are  absent  from  those  meetings,  which  were' 
for  the  special  purpose  of  aiding  the  cause  of  missions,  it  reach^ 
ihan  the  indifference  or  absence  of  other  men.    And  it  is  just 
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difference  as  this,  that  has  crippled  our  energies^  and  retarded  those  plans 
which  have  been  wisely  laid  for  sending  the  gospel  to  the  destitute. 

Another  cause  is  found  in  the  low  tone  of  piety  that  prevails  among 
us.  How  many  ?eem  to  think  that  the  gospel  requires  them  only  to  seek 
their  own  salvation?  Tiiey  began  their  spiritual  course  in  a  s^.irit  of 
5?Ifis;Uies5j  and  in  mat  tht/ have  continued.  But  they  have  not  been 
faithful  even  to  ihemselve?,  ihey  have  not  lived  in  an  atmosphere  of  love 
peace,  and  joy— "-they  have  not  maintained  a  steady,  consistent  christian 
course.  Now  compare  tins  wiih  the  tone  of  piety  found  in  the  New  Tes- 
tament. There  it  is  '''counting  all  '.hings  lost,  for  the  excellency  of  the 
knowledge  of  Christ" — ''forsaking  all  for  him" — ''"glorifying  God,  in 
body  and  spirit,  which  are  his" — doing  good  unto  all  men,  as  there  may 
be  opportunity"— rejoicing  in  the  Lord  always."  How  far  below  this  is 
the  tone  of  piety  that  prevails  among  us  1  And  can  it  be  expected  that 
a  people  wiil  be  concerned  to  give  others  benefits,  they  do  not  enjoy 
themselves — ihat  ihey  should  be  anxious  to  give  the  Bible  to  the  Heathen? 
when  they  do  not  prize  the  Bible  themselves — that  they  should  strive  to 
relieve  the  spiritual  poverty  of  others,  when  mortal  death  reigns  in  their 
own  souls  ?  No. 

Another  cause  of  the  insensibility  above  alluded  to,  is  found,  we  fear, 
in  the  conjectures  and  speculations  about,  the  possible  exercise  of  divine 
mercy  towards  «he  Heathen,  viz  :     That  the  Heathen  may  be  saved  with- 
out the  Scriptures,  or  thegospel — that  God  con  do  it  without  the  appoint- 
ed means,  and  as  a  just  and  benevolent  Being,  he  must  do  it,  or  such  and 
such  absurd  consequences  will  follow.  Now  what  may  possibly  be  done — 
what  God  can  or   will  do,  and  what  is   consistent^,  or  inconsistent  with 
his  attributes   in   matters,    where  he  has  not  instructed  us,  it  little    be- 
comes us  to  assert  who  are  of  yesterday,  and  know  nothing.     Tne  ques- 
tion IS  not  what  God  can  do,  or  what  he  may  possibly  do,  but  whai    he 
has  direcfe  I  as  our  duly  — vvhat  part  he  requires  us  to  perform  for  the  sal- 
vation of  the  Heathen.     Witnout  presuming  to  be  wise,  above  what    is 
written,  we  feel  authorized  to  say  thai  God's   revealed  method  of  saving 
sinners,  is  by  means  of  the   gospel;  this  is  employed  more  or  less,  in 
every  known  case  of  conversion  ;  and  that   the  scriptures  do  not  warrant 
the  expectation  that  the  Heathen  can  be  saved  in  entire  ignorance  of  Re, 
vf'     ■     ,  or  of  the.gospel  ot  Christ.     In  the  10th  chapter  to  the  Romans^ 
Hf  o.■^(le  certainly  does  teach  the  indispensableness   of  the   gospel  to 
salvation  of  the  Heathen.     To  show  the  absurdity  of  the  contrary  sen- 
adopted  the  inte-rogative,   instead  oi  the  atlirmative   form  of 
it  was    no  doubt  intended  as  the  strongest  kind  of  arfirma- 
whosoever  shall    call  upon   the    name  of  the  Lord,  shall  be 
then  shall  they  call  upon  him  in  whom  ihey  have  not  be- 
low  shall  they  believe  in  him,  of  whom  they  have  not  heard'? 
fl  they  hear  without  a  preacher?  and  how  shallthey  preach  ex" 
ient?"  Here  is  a  c^^  of  dependent  causes,  making  the  la»^ 
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esesniial  to  the  first.  According  to  the  view  here  taken,  calling  upon  the 
Lord, is  essential  to  salvation  ;  but  a  person  must  believe  in  hira  before 
he  can  call  "poa  him  ;  and  he  must  liear  of  him,  before  he  can  bejieve 
in  hira  •  and  one  must  be  sent  to  preach  ic  him  Jesu*,  hefjre  be  can  be- 
lieve in  him:  ergo,  unless  the  gospel  is  sent  to  the  Heatlien,  they  cannot 
be  spved.  As  this  conclusion  necessarily  results  from  the  reasoning  of  the 
Apostle,  it  is  impossible  to  resist  it,  without  rejecting  his  authority  as  an 
inspired  teacher. 

Until  the  days  of  Judson  and  Rice,  the  Baptists  of  America  had  done 
comparatively  nothing  for  Heathen  nations.     Here  and  there  perhapsan 
individual  may  have  been  found  who  felt  concerned   for  the  millions  sit. 
tijg  in  the  region'-and  shadow   of  death,   and  a  few  local    societies  were 
doincr  something  for  their  relief.     But  ihere  was  no  regular  or  extended 
system  of  operations,   and  no  foreign  fi.lJ  of  labor  under  the  care  and 
patronage  of  American  Baptists.     The  change  of  sentiment  which  took 
place  in  Messrs.  Judson  and  Ricr,  on  their  passage  to  Burmah,  must  be 
acknowledged  as  the  first  in  that  series  of  causes  which  has   awakened 
the  missionarv  spirit   in  our  denomination  in  the  U.  S.,  and  which   has 
brousht  into  existence,  a  system  of  operations  which  is  regularly  bearing 
to  the  perishing  Heathen,  the  news  of  salvation,     the  success  which  has 
attended  these  measures   in  the  past,  is  sufficient    to  inspire    the  highest 
hope  for  the  future.     And    that  you    may    foim  some  idea  of  what  hat 
been  done,  the  following  paniculars  are  presented,  drawn  from  the  latest 
accounts,  which  will  show  the  present  condition  of  our  Fv>reign  Missions 
and  their  claims  upon  our  liberality:

Makinor  a  total  of  20  missions.  80  stations,  and  outsfat'ons,  97  mis- 
sions and  assistants  68  rhurches,  487  baptisms  thn  past  year,  more  than 
2900  members  of  mission  churches, 44  schools. and  872  scholars.  About 
13,350,000  pajes  of  the  scripiures  and  tracts,  have  been  printed  during 
the  year,  (1840,)  Maulmain,  Tavoy,  and  Bankok. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  for  the  past  year,  exclusive  of  approprit- 
tiops  from  other  inetitutions,  and  of  loans,  were  $56  948  42 

And  the  pxp'^ndifures  for  the  same  period,  61   860  27 

Excess  of  expenditures  above  the  receipts,  4  911  85 

Appropriations  from  other  institutions,  24  100  00 

In  view  of  the  deficiency  of  the  receipts,  the  Board  to  avoid  a  burdea- 
some  debt,  adooted  a  systeai  of  limitations,  which  was  to  go  Into  eflfecii 
1st  of  April,  1840.  The  effect  of  this  upon  our  missionaries,  may  be  seen 
in  the  followinsr  extracts:  ''Mr.  Wall  of  the  Tavoy  Mission,  says,"  I 
fear  we  shall  not  be  able  to  have  any  scnucls  the  next  rains,  unless  wt 
overrun  the  sum  appropriated  to  this  mission."  Mr.  Brayton,  at  another 
station  of  the  same  mission,  writes,"  shall  I  suspend  all  operations  at 
once,  and  send  my  little  band  of  scholars  back  to  the  jungle,  rfi»ap- 
pointed,  cast  down,  and  dismayed?  This  is  indeed  a  trying  question. 
1  am  quite  sure,  if  our  American  churches,  kntw  the  importance  of  sus- 
taining these  schools  and  native  assistants,  there  would  be  no  want  of 

funds." 
"From  Siara,  July  24,  the   missionaries    write  to  the  Board — "Two 
lys  since,  we  received   yours  of  March  7,   1840,  and  last  evening  we 
»nt  in  spreading  out   the  case   before  the   throne  of  Heaven.     We  are 
ire  that  the  Board  are  very  seriously  embarrassed — that  many  pious  li- 
il  hearts  in  our  native  land   are  deeply  pained,  on  account  of  this  em- 
fassment—aad  that  the   threatened  overthrow  of  all  our  missionary 
Jciations  would  be  a   most  insupportable  certainty.    Yet  we  see  not 
it  is  possible  t^|ft|^uish  any  of  our  permanent  arrangements  witk" 
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outa  most  serious  if  not  fatal  wrouad  to  the  mission.  With  a  confident 
hope  that  our  dear  brethren  in  Christ,  on  being  infornipd  of  our  circura- 
stancps,  and  the  ihreaientd  rui:;  of  uur  hopes  and  labors,  and  plans,  r  '.I 
not  only  ijelp  t:>e  B:)'ird  lo  sjstain  our  present  doing.,  hut  enable  them 
to  send  the  men,  and  means,  f  t  a  grf-at  enlarspment,  we  are  resolv  d  to 
pray  to  iheoni^  God  of  Missions,  where  the  money  and  men  are,  to  send 
us  speedily,  the  needed  aid."  Breihren,  shall  it  be,  thai  this  confi  lence 
she'll  prove  to  have  been  misplaced — shall  the  hopes  of  our  anxics  mis- 
sionaries be  disappointed— and  shall  tiiey  be  compelled  to  abandon  many 
of  their  useful  plans  fur  the  want  of  means?  C  .nstian  chariry  answers 
No— our  resources  answer  No — and  the  love  of  Ctirisl   should  coasJraia 

us  to  answer  No.
